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OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, December 23d, 1864. 

I HAVE a tidbit for you to-day, an excellent 
Christmas gift. It is nothing less than a photo- 
graph of the Parisian literary men by M. Sainte 
Beuve. You may then readily believe that it is 
with alacrity I lay down my pen and take the 
lead pencil and tracing-paper of the translator. 
After speaking of the monographs of workmen, 
which political economists have published, he goes 
on tosay : “ There is one which they have neglected, 
and to which I direct their attention. I have closely 
observed this one for many years, and I have lived 
with him; I may say, I have lived like him. I am, 
consequently, in position to describe him, and I will 
attempt to do so since the idea has suggested itself 
tome. I mean the literary workman. He is ina 
pre-eminent degree a Parisian workman, generous, 
quick, amusing, malicious, indiscreet, amiable, com- 
monly improvident, and, why shall I not add? 
rightly so. He would beget too many cares were 
he otherwise. His gayety, his sallies, his sparkles, 
the best of his vivacity are due to his very im- 
providence. The literary workman is not self-made. 
He is the product of education, and if he has gone 
astray, by taking a path which is no path, the fault 
lies, in the first place, with the singular direction 
given us and the early cultivation we receive. 
We are taught to love the beautiful and the agreea- 
ble, and to be pleasing in Latin verse, and in Latin 
and French compositions. We are taught to value, 
above all, style, talents, intellect (esprit) coined in 
medals, in happy turns of expression, or darting in 
lively shafts; passion overflowing the heart in 
glowing accents, or depicting itself in noble paint- 


ing. After we have been accustomed to this ex- | 
citing regimen, after success which flatters our | 
vanity, and which has made us conspicuous among | 


our fellow-students, after having thus been fed with 
the cream of things, people expect that we should 
instantly abandon these charming exercises and 
direct all our attention to law books and to law 
papers, to discussions about money or business, or 
devote ourselves to long anatomical studies, to the 
dissection of ‘subjects,’ or to physiological autopsy 
(as the illustrious Claude Bernard calls it)! Is it 
possible, at least for some men, for those who pass 
for the most sprightly and shining ?

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|are everything, and when they alone, or almost 
alone, pay men suitably. We are newspaper wri- 
ters, even though we be novelists, for our novels 
themselves appear in feui/letons, as people perceive. 
They are constantly sensible of the suppressions, 
of the pauses, and of the suspension of interest of 
the feuilleton. They have the mark and the crease, 
We have veins of success. We have stagnant 
times and cold seasons. We live from hand to 
mouth. Money rolls in with a flood-tide, then it 
ebbs ; but like the Parisian workman we have the 
lucky gift of improvidence. We have our cafés; 
we have our evenings; we have our theatres; we 
meet; we exchange prompt and easy smiles; we 
| jeer at family; we keep aloof from the govern- 
ment; even when we serve it, we know we are not 
of it. It has been observed from time immemorial 
that literary men have not been on good terms and 
have not got on well with political men, even with 
those they served. This has been noticed of the 
greatest writers, of men of fancy and humor, of 
Chateaubriand and of Swift. Writers and statesmen 
may love each other as men; they are antipathetic 
as races. Why so? Because the points of view 
whence they set out and those whence they go are 
so different, so contrary, and the motives are so op- 
posite! La Boheme, even when most serious and 
most gentlemanly—by Bohéme I mean everything 
that is precarious—is a thousand miles from even 
the most courteous and most polite bureaucracy. 
It is true politics is above, and may have its eye on 
everything, but does it pay attention to that light 
world where each pen is nothing, but all whose 
pens together do, nevertheless, in the end, have 
| weight and influence? Be this as it may, the lite- 
rary workman in his improvidence increases and 
multiplies every day. His existence has become a 
necessity, a natural and increasing production of 
that heated life which flies to the head and which 
constitutes Parisian civilization. Carried to this 
degree, is not the species (pardon me this scientific 
word!) an inconvenience? Heaven forbid that I 
should call ita danger! If the literary workman 
does not sour as he grows old and gray, it is because 
jhe is a good-natured and a rather light fellow. 
What he (and I make no exceptions) must have 
experienced in the way of rebutts, fatigues, morti- 
fications of vanity, open stings or secret affronts, he 
knows more than he chooses to say, for he is a proud 
dog. Fortunately, I repeat, he is careless so long 
as he holds his pen, as is the soldier so long as he 
holds his sword. The comparison is not always 
just. The soldier has for him promotion and the 
honors due his grade. The literary workman in 
general is not promoted; he has no recognized 
grade even in his profegsion. He turns his back 
on the Academy. About his fortieth or forty-fifth 
year his difficulties increase, which is the age when 
many men in other professions have already made 
| their fortunes, or at least have an assured position. 
| If he does not succeed in being one of the useful 
| and necessary men of a newspaper, one of the four 
or six wheels which drive it forward, he remains 
nomad and errant; he vegetates; he is obliged to 
offer his work. Nobody knows all the postpone- 
ments, disagreeable incidents, aud disappointments 
involved in thus offering work. And there where 
| he is best, where he has pitched his tent, where 
he has a market open to him, what a labor of the 
the Danaides there is (were he to reflect on it!) ™ 
this consumption and prodigality of talents every 
day! What sallies, what charming and sound 
thoughts, what precious or piquant souvenirs, what 
ideas, what treasures thrown to the four winds 

| heaven, which he shall never gather! What gold 
‘ dust freighted on nut-shells and abandoned to 
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current of the stream! .... Would it not be 
justice to busy ourselves about this race, which, 
after all, is interesting and worth any other? Is 
this absolute indifference, this boundless individu- 
ality the best regimen? Are wise establishments 
of employment and sure occupation, of still laborious 
retreat, of gradual soberness of life with years, of 
credit, of final position for ever impossible? An 
eminent heart (Enfantin), which has just ceased to 
beat, thought of it; others since him make it the 
subject of their meditations.” 

A sombre picture, isn’t it? Is it true? I do not 
think it altogether faithful. There are in every 
profession a few who draw great prizes, more who 
must content themselves with a bare livelihood, and 
afew who are scarcely able to hold theirown. Look 
at the medical meg around you. How many figure 
in the Directory whose names have never reached 
yourear? How many lawyers are there who have 
never been heard in the court-house? How many 
clergymen are there in remote hamlets who would 
actually starve but for the considerate presents of 
their parishioners? People in trade are exposed 
even to great hazards. Recall to mind the contri- 
butors to the first trade-sales of books which took 
place. This is not asking you to go back many 
years. Where now are the princes of those days ? 
How many are buried in bankrupts’ graves, leaving 
their children, daughters as well as sons, to be 
driven by the sheriff from the luxurious home to 
do battle in life under every disadvantage? The 
experience of mankind gives “splendid” firms in 
trade a career of fifteen years. There is one por- 
tion of M. Sainte Beuve’s article I must protest 
against. He may laud improvidence; I cannot the 
less think it acrime. I have too often seen families 
plunged into distress by the “improvidence” of 
people who contracted engagements with their 
tailor and bootmaker and other tradesmen, on 


whose faith the latter in turn entered into engage- 


ments whose rupture was visited with severe pen- 
alties on their head. If a man has but a crust of 
bread, let him content himself with that crust, and 
forbear begging credit for beef with the butcher. 
If a man has only rags to wear, let him wear those 
rags and abstain from going in debt to the tailor. 
I shall believe that debt stimulates genius when I 
see men of parts putting a coal of fire on their back 
to rouse their faculties to the highest efforts, for 
debt is a coal of fire inghe mind, which fevers both 
soul and body. 

Our intellectual life is quite active. Our literary 
people are entering with great spirit into the lec- 
ture system. They reckon upon its proving as 
great a help to their fortune as the press or the 
theatre is. It is quite characteristic of the Anglo- 
Saxon and French races that with the former the 
author of books should be most successful, while 
here the author of plays and the newspaper editor 
should be most prosperous. The Anglo-Saxon loves 
his quiet home and cheerful chimney-corner, so he 
likes to see literature take the unobtrusive, noise- 
Jess book-form to cheer his domestic life. Again, he 
ls of plodding nature; he scarcely knows the mean- 
ing of the foreign word ennui, and is not rebuffed 
by the labors of consecutive prelection. The 
Frenchman thinks home almost as dull as the grave, 
and, when he has eaten his dinner, the first thought 
in his mind is where shall he go to spend the even- 
ing? The theatre attracts him ; it is reading a tale 
im company, while the effect of the story is height- 
ened by the appliances of the stage. Or he goes to 
a café, and there—still in company—news, politics, 
literature, finances are served up to him in petty 
sandwiches, which he has neither to cut nor to bone, 
for they are buttered and provided with meat, and | 
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brought to the size which leaves him nothing todo 
but the mere act of deglutition to perform. When 
you hear then that M. George Sand has made 
$20,000 by her play “ Le Marquis de Villemer,”’ and 
probably did not receive $2,000 for the novel (in 
which form it first appeared), but did receive $5,000 
for the printed play, remember that Dr. Kane made 
$75,000 by his * Arctic Journal,” and that Mr. Ed- 
win Forrest gave only $100 for “Jack Cade,” and 
thought himself most extravagant.. Let me here, 
again, call attention to the innumerable metamor- 
phoses of works by French authors. M. Sand pub- 
lished “ Le Marquis de Villemer” first in the “ Revue 
des Deux Mondes.” Messrs. Michel Levy next 
brought it out in book-form; then it was drama- 
tized; and lastly the play was published, and, 
curiously enough, cost more than the novel. The 
price of the latter was sixty cents; the price of the 
former was eighty cents. Does not that straw show 
with singular clearness the force of the wind which 
blows from the theatre here? I said literary peo- 
ple hope great things from lectures. I purposely 
avoided saying men, for we are going to have an 
Amazon invasion. Old M. Dupin is said to have 
been unusually bitter in opposing this franchise to 
the sex when it came up for discussion in the 
Council of Public Instruction, but the Council 
granted it. We have M. Paul Feval, the prolific 
novelist, reading his tales, and M. Alexandre Dumas 
has delivered two lectures. His first was quite a 
failure; orators are made, but he thought he might 
extemporize a lecture as easily as he extemporizes 
a conversation. At his second lecture he began to 
read from voluminous notes, and the audience ex- 
pressed unequivocal dissatisfaction at hearing him 
read a lecture. Had he read one of his*works, they 
would have been delighted, but to hear him read 


‘crude thoughts, expressed in unpolished language, 


was more than they would bear. He talks con- 
stantly of going to America. They say he will de- 
liver lectures or read his works, and, at the same 
time, he will publish his journal here, illustrated 
profusely. He will carry six secretaries and six 
draughtsmen with him. I forget how many mil- 
lions he reckons upon making by his transatlantic 
expedition. After visiting Eastern North America 
he will go to Mexico, Cuba, and Brazil, from thence 
to California, next to the Pacific Archipelago, Japan, 
China, India, and Australia. When one remembers 
that M. Alex. Dumas is 64 years old, it must be 
confessed that his love of adventure is warmer 
than most young men ever felt. He has just com- 
pleted his memoirs, bringing them down to 1852. 
They will appear at first in “ L’Opinion Nationale.” 

I failed in my last letter to record the death of 
M. Struvé, the able Russian astronomer. I regret 
to record the departure from life of M. Guillaumin, 
the eminent publisher of politico-economical works. 
He created this trade here. When he commenced 
business, some twenty-five years since, many of 
the petty country booksellers refused to receive 
his publications on sale for commission —“ no- 
body wanted such books.” He was not daunted, 
He began to publish translations from the great 
English authors on political economy, and the 
French treatises, beginning with Vauban and Col- 
bert. He founded the French Society of Political 
Economy. He translated “McCulloch’s Commer- 
cial Dictionary.” In 1843 he founded “ Le Journal 
des Economistes,” and in 1844 he established the 
valuable “Almanac of Political Economy and 
Statistics.” He dropped dead on his return home 
of the modern disease, which is killing so many 
working men—disease of the heart. He is the 
third person who has dropped dead this week in 
Paris.

Earty Recorps or Pervu.—The Hakluyt Society 
of England has brought out “The Travels of Pedro 
de Cieza de Leon, A. D. 1532-50, contained in the 
first part of his Chronicle of Peru.” It is trans- 
lated and edited, with notes and introduction, by | 
Mr. Clements Markham, of the British Museum. 
The author, a young Spaniard, who quitted Seville, 
in 1532, at the age of 14, to seek his fortune in the 
New World, commenced journalizing when he had | 
been eight years in Peru, steadily persevered during | 
the nine following years, and produced a work | 
which Mr. Prescott recognized as truthful. He | 
highly eulogizes the Yncas and their government, | 
and mentions an Indian tradition that certain an- | 
cient ruins in Peru were remains of buildings by a 
people, white and bearded like the Spaniards, who 
had settled in the country many years before the | 
Yncas. In Leon’s time cannibalism prevailed | 
among the Indians in Peru. He returned to Seville | 
after seventeen years’ absence, published the first | 
part of his Chronicle in 1553, and died in 1560. 


Royatty in THE East.—Dr. William Knighton, 
now a high Anglo-Indian official in Oodh, who 
sketched “The Private Life of an Eastern King,” 
some years ago, in a very amusing volume, is about 
publishing “Elihu Jan’s Story; or, The Private 
Life of an Eastern Queen.” 





Homan Face anp Hanp.—Mr. Thomas Woolroth, 
of London, historical engraver to Queen Victoria, 
has just published a volume, illustrated by twenty- 
six full-page steel engravings, called “ The Study 
of the Human Face ;” and Mr. Richard Beamish 
has simultaneously produced, in demy 4to., a vol- 
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ume upon “The Psychonomy of the Hand; or, the 
Hand an Index of Mental Development. According 
to MM.

RELIGIOUS. 

Meditations on the Essence of Christianity, and on 
the Religious Questions of the Day. By M. Guizot. 
Translated from the French under the superin- 
tendence of the Author. pp. 356. New York: 
Carlton & Porter. 

Whatever Guizot writes deserves the attention of 
thinkers. He purposes now to issue certain “ Medi- 
tations,” in four series. In the first, which forms 
the present volume, he explains and establishes 
what constitutes, in his opinion, the essence of the 
Christian religion, that is to say, what those natural 
problems are that correspond with the fundamental 
dogmas that offer their solution, the supernatural 
facts upon which these same dogmas repose. The 
subject of the second series will be generally the 
history of the Christian Religion. The third will 
be devoted to the study of the actual state of the 
Christian Religion, its internal and external condi- 
tion, while the fourth will be an attempt to discri- 
minate and characterize its future destiny. The 
particular topics here brought into review are Na- 
tural Problems, Christian Dogmas, the Superna- 
tural, The Limits of Science, Revelation, The In- 
spiration of the Scriptures, God according to the 
Bible, Jesus Christ according to the Gospel. We 
may remark that there is added to this American 
edition a note by Dr. Tayler Lewis, dissenting from 
some criticisms by Guizot upon alleged grammatical 
faults to be found in the text of the Old Testament. 
We shall be greatly mistaken if these Meditations 
do not attract the attention of reflective minds. 
Their author concludes his preface in these words, 
tinged both with sadness and faith: “I have passed 
thirty-five years of my life in struggling on a bustling 
arena for the establishment of political liberty and 
the maintenance of order as established by law. I 
have learned, in the labors and trials of this strug- 
gle, the real worth of Christian faith and of Chris- 
tian liberty. God permits me, in the repose of my 
retreat, to consecrate to their cause what remains 
to me of life and of strength. It is the most salu- 
tary favor and the greatest honor that I can receive 
from his goodness.” 

A Critical and Grammatical Commentary on the Pas- 
toral Epistles. With a revised translation by Rt. 
Rev. Charies J. Ellicott, Lord Bishop of Glouces- 
ter and Bristol. pp. 265. Andover: Warren F. 
Draper. 

The excellence of Ellicott’s Commentaries is uni- 
versally acknowledged by the most learned critics 
both of England and America. They are a credit 
to English scholarship, and Dean Alford has said 
that he does not know of anything superior to them 
in their own particular line, even in Germany. The 
particular line to which the Dean refers is, the 
critical and grammatical. In this department they 
are simply indispensable to the scholarly student 
of the sacred text. The present is a commeutary on 
the first and second epistles to Timothy and on that 
to Titus. Inits principles and execution it is sub- 
stantially the same as the Comments on Galatians 
and Ephesians, with certain improvements and re- 
trenchments indicated in the preface to the first edi- 
tion. This, the second edition, appeared in England 
in 1861, and in it the references to ancient versions 
have been increased, the grammatical notices are 
occasionally expanded, and conformed to the sixth 
and last edition of Winer’s grammar, and the refer- 
ences, especially to Scripture, have been nearly all 
verified anew. Mr. Draper has issued the work in 
a style quite appropriate. 


The Law of God as contained in the Ten Command- 
ments explained and enforced. By William §, 
Plummer, D. D., LL. D. pp. 629. Philadelphia : 
Presbyterian Board of Publication. 

This volume is the work of a thinker, certainly 
of a reader. Facts, illustrations, and quotations 
are abundantly gathered from all sources to make 
or point the argument. The style is forcible and 
clear, and the method of treatment is such as to 
give sharpness and definiteness to the writer’s theo- 
logical opinions. The framework of the book as 
indicated by the title consists of an exposition of 
the Ten Commandments in the order of the com- 
mandments themselves, though the hortatory is 
throughout freely blended with the expository. 
About a hundred preliminary pages are, however, 
occupied with a discussion of the moral law, 
conducted from the clerical rather than the meta- 
physical standpoint. The contents generally, and 
manner of handling the subject, are marked by 
several peculiarities of omission and commission, 
as to which different minds may form different con- 
clusions, but it is unquestionable that the volume 
is in many respects opportune as well as profitable 
for doctrine, reproof, correction, and instruction. 
Life of Philip Doddridge, D.D., with some Notices of 

his Contemporaries, and Specimens of his Style. 

By D. A. Harsha, M. A. pp. 249. Albany: J. 

Munsell. 

Mr. Harsha’s object has been to sketch the per- 
sonal history and character of Doddridge, to give 
some account of his times and of some of his dis- 
tinguished contemporaries, and to present a few 
choice specimens of his style. The principal events 
of his active and valuable life are stated in chrono- 
logical order, with special reference to the touching 
scenes of his last days, and the dates and leading 
circumstances connected with his most important 
publications are also given, with brief criticisms on 
their peculiar merits. It is, indeed, a very pleasant 
piece of biography, and we have turned over its 
pages with extreme gratification. But we must 
commend also the manner in which the work has 
been brought out. The fine paper, clear type, and 
broad margin are grateful to the eye, while the por- 
trait and the sketch of Doddridge’s church at North- 
ampton add materially to the interest of the volume. 
Mr. Munsell has produced a specimen of book manu- 
facture which maketh not ashamed. The edition, 
we understand, is limited totwo hundred and fifty 
copies. The author announces as in course of pre- 
paration, ina style uniform with the present volume, 
a life of Baxter and of Bunyan. We are quite sure 
that the series cannot fail to be well received. 


Ritual of the Methodist Episcopal Church. pp. 152. 
New York: Carlton & Porter. 
This is a manual well known to the clergy of the 
denomination to which it is addressed. It is printed 
in a very legible form. 


St. Paul in Rome: Lectures delivered in the Legation 
of the United States of America in Rome. By the 
Rev. C. M. Butler, D. D., Professor of Ecclesiasti- 
cal History in the Divinity School, Philadelphia. 
pp- 295. Philadelphia: J. B. Lippincott & Co. 
There are here twelve lectures, in which, although 

| the author does not claim to have thrown any new 

| light on the question of St. Paul’s sojourn in Rome, 

he has nevertheless attempted to concentrate that 

light, and by its aid to look steadily at some of the 
details of that historical picture in which both Nera — 

/ and Paul are introduced, which.might easily escape 
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a casual observation. The nature of the contents | 


may be best gathered from the several titles of the 
discourses, which areas follows: St. Paul’s relation 
to the Church of Rome as exhibited in his Epistle 
to the Romans; the circumstances which preceded 
St. Paul’s journey to Rome; the journey from Rome 
to Puteoli; St. Paul and the Jews in Rome; St. 
Paul in his own hired house; Cesar’s household 
and the Saints; St. Paul’s position in reference to 
established customs and institutions; his second 
imprisonment at Rome ; the claim of the Church of 
Rome to sanctity, infallibility,and unity considered. 
While the work cannot be regarded as a contribu- 
tion to any branch of theological science, it has in 
its style, as well as in its matter, many of the ele- 
ments which should render it popular with general 
readers. 


LAW. 

The Law of Contracts. By Theophilus Parsons, 
LL. D., Dane Professor of Law in Harvard Uni- 
versity. 3 vols., pp. cxcii., 609; xii., 801; x., 788. 
Boston: Little, Brown & Co. 

It is observed, with entire truth, by Professor Par- 
sons in his introductory chapter, that the “ Law of 
Contracts,” in its widest extent, may be regarded as 
including nearly all the law which regulates the 
relations of human life. All social life presumes 


it, and rests upon it; for out of contracts, express | 


or implied, declared or understood, grow all rights, 
all duties, all obligations, or all law. Almost the 


whole procedure of human life implies, or rather is | 


the continual fulfilment of contracts. It is this 
expanded view of this subject that has led the 
author to treat it with such amplitude as to bring 
into it topics which had not heretofore been re- 
garded as occupying a very conspicuous position in 
a treatise on contracts, more technically considered. 
This gives the work somewhat of an encyclopedical 
aspect. Thus, taking the first division, under the 
head of parties to contracts, we have a summary 
exposition of the law of agents, factors, and brokers, 
servants, attorneys, trustees, executors, adminis- 
trators, guardians, corporations, joint stock com- 
panies, partnerships, assignments, gifts, indorse- 
went, infants, married women, bankrupts and in- 
solvents, aliens, and slaves. This discussion occu- 
pies more than four hundred pages of the first 
volume, and the reader, who is not acquainted with 
the work, may infer from this fact with what ela- 
boration the other titles are discussed. So, also, 
under the subject-matter of contracts, the con- 
struction and interpretation of contracts, the de- 
fences in actions on contracts, and the remedies upon 


contracts both in law and equity, an equal fulness | 
of treatment obtains. We presume it may be} 


truly said that, taken as a whole, it is the most 
systematic, thorough, and exhaustive treatise on 
the subject that has yet appeared in the English 
language. The productions of Chitty and Addison, 
which are those heretofore chiefly used by the pro- 


fession, are certainly, for the American practitioner, | 
Superseded by the one now before us, which must | 


be regarded as an addition to our legal literatare of 
which the country may well be proud. Weare aware 
that a difference of opinion exists as to the manner 


in which Professor Parsons has executed his great | 


undertaking ; for great we certainly regard it when, 


applying even the lowest standard of book-making, | 


We consider the labor and research expended upon 


its production. We cannot ourselves help thinking | 


that there is sometimes an indescribable looseness, a 
cloudiness of expression, or an occasional interjec- 
tion of an irrelevant sentence, or a want of rigorous 


grammatical accuracy, though perhaps it is our- | 


selves, or the proof-reader, aud not our author who 






















may be in error. When, for instance, in turning 
over the pages of the first volume, we find on page 
117 that “his [an attorney’s} entries on the docket, 
his agreements about contrivances, about evidence 
* * * bind the client,” we presume the error is 
typographical, and that the word in the manuscript 
was continuances. On page 279 we read in a note, 
“The subject of this and the two preceding notes 
are fully considered,” etc. This also may be at- 
tributable to the proof-reader. Turning onwards 
to page 282, in the chapter on notice of non-pay- 
ment, we have this sentence: “If Sunday or any 
other day intervene, which by law or established 
usage is not a day of business, then it is not 
counted, and the obligation as to notice is the 
same as if it fe/l on the succeeding day.” The 
use of the word ‘‘intervene” creates an am- 
biguity, for we suppose the writer is referring to 
such days only when they happen to be terminal 
days, and the “it” probably refers to the day of 
maturity or payment, though this is not clearly ex- 
pressed by the words “it fell.”? There is one matter, 
however, not of a verbal character, to which we de- 
sire to call attention, and which we think should be 
rectified. We refer to the numerous citations from 
the English Law and Equity Reports. This is an 
abandoned series, which is not generally found in 
lawyers’ libraries. The cases contained in it have 
mostly passed into the regular Reports, from which 
the citations should now be made. But, apart from 
details of execution, we cannot overlook the fact 
that the author’s general theory of the mode of pre- 
paring a law book is a subject as to which a differ- 
ence of opinion exists. We are, for ourselves, in- 
clined to regard it favorably, at least in a theoreti- 
cal point of view. There are two opposite poles of 
legal writing. The books of the common law law- 
yers of England and America are immersed in cases. 
The books of the civilians ignore cases and discuss 
principles. Each of these methods has its advan- 
tages, and each has its defects. We see no reason 
why a medium course may not be adopted, and why 
the discussion of abstract principles may not be 
blended with and verified by the illustratjons and 
criticisms of cases. This seems to be the ideal to 
which Professor Parsons seeks to approach. His text 
gives us the general legal principles deduced from 
cases, and disentangled from them, while in the notes 
we have the cases themselves which fortify or modify 
the text, or which are exceptional. This appears 
to us to be a more philosophical mode than that 
which merely strings together the syllabuses of a 
mass of cognate cases. It regards the cases as the raw 
material for generalization, passes them, if we may 
say so, through an alembic of analysis, in order to 
distil from them the principle involved. After this 
| process, the case itself may be kicked aside as a mere 
| husk of the truth, and should be preserved only as 
an object of curious research to those legal antiqua- 
'rians who would study the factual genesis of the 
principles. That this method is overcoming the 
scruples with which it was first received, may be in- 
ferred from the warm reception given to the present 
work. It appeared originally in 1853; there was a 
second edition in 1855; a third in 1857; a fourth 
in 1860; and the present is the fifth. So large a 
sale of a voluminous professional treatise is cer- 
tainly an indication of favor. Many improvements 
and additions have been made in the present edi- 
tion. The work is distributed into three volumes 
instead of two. The recent English and American 
cases have been indicated, new chapters have been 
}added on Shipping, Marine, Fire, and Life Insur- 
ance, Liens, the Stamp Acts, and new sections have 
been inserted under the former heads. The book 
.is now believet to cover all contracts now in com- 
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mon use, and the principal remedies for a breach | 
of them. It has become the standard one on the 
subject with the legal profession, but as many | 
of our readers may not be of that class, we feel | 
justified in saying to them that the text of the 
work will probably be found to be entirely intel- 
ligible to any educated business man. This arises | 
from the mode above referred to in which the | 
book has been prepared. The body of it consists 
of a presentation of principles which can readily 
be comprehended by any intelligent reader with- 
out plunging into the abyss of cases in the notes. 
Any man who has intelligence enough to under- 
stand a volume of Moral Philosophy can have no 
difficulty in mastering the text of this book. A | 
layman who desires to read upon the subject of 
contracts had better take a reliable treatise, such 
as the present, than involve himself with the cheap 
though dangerous catchpenny quackery of hand- | 
books professing to retail law for the million. |
